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board shall establish a submission deadline for the annual1

budget and any budget amendments that allow a reasonable period2

of time for preparation by the early childhood Iowa area boards3

and for review and approval or request for modification of4

the materials by the early childhood Iowa state board. In5

addition, each early childhood Iowa area board must continue to6

comply with reporting provisions and other requirements adopted7

by the early childhood Iowa state board in implementing section8

256I.9.9

c. Of the amount appropriated in this subsection for10

deposit in the school ready children grants account of the11

early childhood Iowa fund, $2,318,018 shall be used for efforts12

to improve the quality of early care, health, and education13

programs. Moneys allocated pursuant to this paragraph may be14

used for additional staff and for the reimbursement of staff.15

The early childhood Iowa state board may reserve a portion16

of the allocation, not to exceed $88,650, for the technical17

assistance expenses of the early childhood Iowa state office,18

including the reimbursement of staff, and shall distribute19

the remainder to early childhood Iowa areas for local quality20

improvement efforts through a methodology identified by the21

early childhood Iowa state board to make the most productive22

use of the funding, which may include use of the distribution23

formula, grants, or other means.24

d. Of the amount appropriated in this subsection for25

In order to implement the legislative intent stated in1

sections 135.106 and 256I.9, that priority for home visitation2

program funding be given to programs using evidenced-based or3

promising models for home visitation, it is the intent of the4

general assembly to phase-in the funding priority as follows:5

(1) By July 1, 2013, 25 percent of state funds expended6

for home visiting programs are for evidence based or promising7

program models.8

(2) By July 1, 2014, 50 percent of state funds expended for9

home visiting programs are for evidenced-based or promising10

program models.11

(3) By July 1, 2015, 75 percent of state funds expended12

for home visiting programs are for evidence based or promising13

program models.14

(4) By July 1, 2016, 90 percent of state funds expended15

for home visiting programs are for evidence-based or promising16

program models. The remaining 10 percent of funds may be17

used for innovative program models that do not yet meet the18

definition of evidence-based or promising programs.19

d. For the purposes of this subsection, unless the context20

requires:21

(1) “Evidence-based program” means a program that is based22

on scientific evidence demonstrating that the program model23

is effective. An evidence-based program shall be reviewed24

onsite and compared to program model standards by the model25

developer or the developer’s designee at least every five years26

to ensure that the program continues to maintain fidelity27

with the program model. The program model shall have had28

demonstrated significant and sustained positive outcomes in an29

evaluation utilizing a well-designed and rigorous randomized30

controlled research design or a quasi-experimental research31

design, and the evaluation results shall have been published in32

a peer-reviewed journal.33

(2) “Family support programs” includes group-based parent34

education or home visiting programs that are designed to35
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strengthen protective factors, including parenting skills,1

increasing parental knowledge of child development, and2

increasing family functioning and problem solving skills. A3

family support program may be used as an early intervention4

strategy to improve birth outcomes, parental knowledge, family5

economic success, the home learning environment, family and6

child involvement with others, and coordination with other7

community resources. A family support program may have a8

specific focus on preventing child maltreatment or ensuring9

children are safe, healthy, and ready to succeed in school.10

(3) “Promising program” means a program that meets all of11

the following requirements:12

(a) The program conforms to a clear, consistent family13

support model that has been in existence for at least three14

years.15

(b) The program is grounded in relevant empirically-based16

knowledge.17

(c) The program is linked to program-determined outcomes.18

(d) The program is associated with a national or state19

organization that either has comprehensive program standards20

that ensure high-quality service delivery and continuous21

program quality improvement or the program model has22

demonstrated through the program’s benchmark outcomes that the23

program has achieved significant positive outcomes equivalent24

to those achieved by program models with published significant25

and sustained results in a peer-reviewed journal.26

(e) The program has been awarded the Iowa family support27

credential and has been reviewed onsite at least every five28

years to ensure the program’s adherence to the Iowa family29

support standards approved by the early childhood Iowa30

state board created in section 256I.3 or a comparable set of31

standards. The onsite review is completed by an independent32

review team that is not associated with the program or the33

organization administering the program.34

e. (1) The data reporting requirements adopted by the early35
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childhood Iowa state board pursuant to section 256I.4 for the1

family support programs targeted to families expecting a child2

or with newborn and infant children through age five and funded3

through the board shall require the programs to participate4

in a state administered internet-based data collection system5

by July 1, 2013. The data reporting requirements shall be6

developed in a manner to provide for compatibility with local7

data collection systems. The state board’s annual report8

submitted each January to the governor and general assembly9

under section 256I.4 shall include family support program10

outcomes beginning with the January 2015 report.11

(2) The data on families served that is collected by the12

family support programs funded through the early childhood13

Iowa initiative shall include but is not limited to basic14

demographic information, services received, funding utilized,15

and program outcomes for the children and families served. The16

state board shall adopt performance benchmarks for the family17

support programs and shall revise the Iowa family support18

credential to incorporate the performance benchmarks on or19

before January 1, 2014.20

(3) The state board shall identify minimum competency21

standards for the employees and supervisors of family support22

programs funded through the early childhood Iowa initiative.23

The state board shall submit recommendations concerning the24

standards to the governor and general assembly on or before25

January 1, 2014.26

(4) On or before January 1, 2013, the state board shall27

adopt criminal and child abuse record check requirements for28

the employees and supervisors of family support programs funded29

through the early childhood Iowa initiative.30

EXPLANATION31

This bill relates to moneys appropriated for fiscal year32

2012-2013 from the general fund of the state to the college33

student aid commission, the department for the blind, the34

department of education, and the state board of regents and its35
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institutions in 2011 Iowa Acts, chapter 132 (HF 645).1

The bill relates to moneys appropriated to the department2

for the blind for its administration and for costs associated3

with universal access to audio information over the phone on4

demand.5

The bill relates to appropriations to the college student6

aid commission for general administrative purposes, student7

aid programs, loan repayment for health care professionals,8

the national guard educational assistance program, the teacher9

shortage loan forgiveness program, the all Iowa opportunity10

foster care grant and scholarship programs, the registered11

nurse loan and nurse educator forgiveness program, and the12

barber and cosmetology arts and sciences tuition grant program.13

The bill increases the standing appropriation for Iowa14

tuition grants for students attending nonprofit institutions.15

The bill increases the appropriation for the work-study16

program from zero in 2011 Iowa Acts, chapter 132, to $250,000,17

though the amount is still less than the amount that would have18

been provided had the standing appropriation not been reduced19

by the bill.20

The bill relates to moneys appropriated to the department21

of education for purposes of the midwestern higher education22

compact, and the department’s general administration,23

vocational education administration, division of vocational24

rehabilitation services including independent living and25

the entrepreneurs with disabilities program and independent26

living centers, state library for general administration and27

the enrich Iowa program, library service area system, public28

broadcasting division, vocational education to secondary29

schools, school food service, early childhood Iowa fund,30

expansion of the federal Individuals with Disabilities31

Education Improvement Act birth through age three services,32

textbooks for nonpublic school pupils, the core curriculum and33

career information and decision-making system, the student34

achievement and teacher quality program, jobs for America’s35
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graduates, and community colleges. The bill adds a new line1

item for purposes of education reform, and eliminates funding2

for regional telecommunications councils.3

The bill specifies legislative intent for the phase-in of4

funding priorities for the home visitation program; expands5

data reporting requirements relating to family support6

programs; and requires the early childhood Iowa state board7

to identify minimum competency standards, adopt criminal8

and child abuse record check requirements for employees and9

supervisors of family support programs, and to develop a plan10

to implement a coordinated intake and referral process for11

publicly funded family support programs statewide. The bill12

includes statutory language permitting the administrator of a13

family support program receiving public funds to have access to14

child abuse information if the data relates to a record check15

of an employee working directly with families.16

The bill relates to moneys appropriated to the state17

board of regents for the board office, universities’ general18

operating budgets; the southwest Iowa graduate studies center;19

the siouxland interstate metropolitan planning council; the20

quad-cities graduate studies center; Iowa public radio; the21

state university of Iowa; Iowa state university of science22

and technology; the university of northern Iowa; and for the23

Iowa school for the deaf and the Iowa braille and sight saving24

school, including tuition and transportation costs for students25

residing in the schools and licensed classroom teachers. The26

bill adds a new line item for purposes of priorities identified27

by the board. The bill also permits the board to redistribute28

moneys appropriated for purposes of the graduate studies29

centers among the graduate studies centers in fiscal years30

2011-2012 and 2012-2013. The provision authorizing fiscal year31

2011-2012 transfers takes effect upon enactment.32
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
